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PREFACE. 



This book is the result of ten years' endeavor in 
the schoolroom to hasten the reading process. It 
is an attempt to increase the quantity and better the 
quality, to add to the pleasure and lessen the drudg- 
ery of reading in our schools ; and only incidentally 
to accomplish what is also a necessary thing — to 
make the pupils good spellers. 

It contains the staple vocabulary of the common- 
school text-books — words for which the pupil has 
constant use — and in addition, many every-day 
words which are frequently misspelled and mis- 
pronounced. 

The arrangement exhausts the sign-and-sound 
analogies of common words. Richard Grant White 
claims, and properly, that it is only on the basis of 
such analogies that the child can determine for itself 
the value of new word forms. 

Though limited in extent, these analogies are 
numerous and very varied. Thus, there are one 
hundred and twenty- one ways of indicating the 
vowel sounds of our language. Add the numerous 
combinations of consonants, and you will see what 
a multitude of perplexing mechanical difificulties 
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confront the child in learning to read and write 
English, and why it takes the English child three 
times as long to read English easily as it takes the 
German child to read German. 

A spelling book that ignores these sign-and-sound 
analogies naturally retards the reading process, as 
it fails to eliminate many of the mechanical per- 
plexities of reading. 

This book especially emphasizes at the start the 
monosyllables (about 3,500) and the dissyllables 
(about 4,200) in common use. Within these limits 
the difficulties of self-tuition are disposed of on the 
basis of analogy, for, as Dr. Bain has well said, the 
difficulties of English spelling are practically ex- 
hausted in our monosyllabic words. 

While the book embodies in a general way the 

aims common to all spelling books, it is only fair 

to say that it is built upon a distinct pedagogic 

purpose.

TO THE TEACHER. 



1 . A Spelling book cannot be a dictionary ; but 
through it the pupil should be led into the habitual 
use of the dictionary. 

Make the lessons short and require pupils to 
frame sentences which will indicate the meaning and 
use of all words not beyond their comprehension. 
Bear in mind that the full value of words is ac- 
quired not in a day nor from any one book, but little 
by little through a lifetime. 

2. A Spelling book cannot be an encyclopedia, 
and therefore no attempt is made in this book to 
impart general information ; yet there is in the sen- 
tences presented for dictation a steady purpose to 
influence character. 

3. The vocabulary has been selected from com- 
mon school text-books — mainly the readers in gen- 
eral use — and in matter and arrangement is de- 
signed to aid the pupil in mastering these books. 

4. Bear in mind that the child is not in full pos- 
session of a word until its forms (spelling and pro- 
nunciation), meaning and use are all known.
